Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-14, drawn to a hard capsule in which an inorganic substance is 
contained with a drug filled therein, classified in class 424, subclass 451. 

II. Claims 1, 2, and 15-22, drawn to a hard capsule in which an inorganic 
substance is contained with a penem antibiotic filled therein, classified in 
class 424, subclass 451 .

Claim 1 links inventions I and II. The restriction requirement between the linked 
inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim, claim 1. Upon the 
indication of allowability of the linking claims, the restriction requirement as to the linked 
inventions shall be withdrawn and any claims depending from or otherwise requiring all 
the limitations of the allowable linking claim will be rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Claims that require all the limitations of 
an allowable linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is 
presented prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments 
submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments submitted 
after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 1 .312.
